in session today. Few people in the 
government, however, have any faith 
left in plans that interfere with the 
law of supply and demand or with 
•efforts to keep prices in the United 
States above world levels. 


This will not prevent debate and 


political confusion. The Republicans 
have enjoyed- their respite while the 
farm board operated. 
The adminis- 


tration has found that the key to 
every agricutural plan is curtailment 
of production. Having sought to or- 
ganize the farmers into cooperative 
associations so as to limit produc- 
tion, the government- now turns Its 
appeal to the Individual farmers, 
most of whom are not members of 
a cooperative.

On cross-examination, Swo- 
boda testified he had seen pictures 
of Foster, who was brought back 
from the west coast to be indicted in 
connection with the Lingle case, and 
that Foster was the man he saw 
with Brothers.

been open to question. Ha'd he been 
convicted on either of these counts, 
however, the death penalty would 
have been mandatory under Indiana 
law. 


The Judge said he was concerned 


as to whather the evidence given at 
the trial would sustain the verdict 
the girl's death was caused by strik- 
ing: with the fist. To sustain such a 
verdict, he said, It would have been 
necessary for the state to have prov- 
ed premeditation and Intent to kill. 
In their arguments, defense attor- 
neys contended the state failed to 
show premiditation to murder.

i dinary firing.

The ordinance, formed-to protect 


the health of. Appleton citizens, is 
flexible enough to permit firing and 
cleaning of boilers and locomotives. 
With the cooperation-of John N. 
Weiland, building inspector, who is 
eager to help business places and in- 
dustrial plants in solving their smoke 
problems, little-difficulty In enforcing 
the ordinance Is anticipated. 


Mr. Weiland has already been in- 


specting boilers and advising changes 
in methods of firing. In one instance 
where heating a building resulted in 
30 minutes of dense smoke each hour 
a few changes in the firing method 
and draft control resulted in a con- 
dition entirely within the nMV regu- 
lations. In addition the ov.ner of the 
plant has realized a great saving in 
fuel. 


The building inspector has issued a 


list of rules in the operation of fur- 
naces and the firing of steam boilers. 
Among them.are: 


Here Are Rules 


Regulate draft by the damper in 


the smoke flue and not by the ash 
pit door. An automatic draft regu- 
lator will solve this problem. 


Stop all infilteration of air and air 


leaks through boiler settings, furnace, 
walls, smoke flue, breeching and 
stack or chimney. The use of a light- 
ed candle is the best possible way In 
detecting air leaks. 


Maintain high furnace tempera- 


ture. 


Keep fire level and uniform thick- 


ness on grates and not heavier than

Firemen Working Every 


Day To Protect City 


Few Appleton residents realize the 


constant and energetic activities ot 
the fire department to protect the 
city from serious conflagrations, ac- 
cording to Fire Chief George P. Me- 
Gillan. 


Most citizens, without stopping to 


think about the matter thoroughly- 
believe that all the firemen do is sit 
in the station and await a call to a 
fire. But this is. far from right, be- 
cause the firemen are constantly 
studying and working to improve and 
remedv conditions In the city which 
make for fewer and. less serious 
blazes. 


The traditional duty of the de- 


partment to answer and quench a 
blaze is supplemented now by a mass 
of material, which is kept on file in 
the fire chiefs office. This material 
includes descriptive and illustrative 
information about all of Appleton's 
largest 
buildings 
and 
Industrial 


plants, and outlines the hazards ex- 
isting in them, as well as in the res- 
idential districts. 


Captains and assistant chiefs study 


this material carefully, in addition to 
making periodical inspection trips 
throughout the city to acquaint 
themselves with the various streets 
and locations of fire hydrants. Driv- 
ers of the truck must regularly make 
trips through the streets to familiar- 
ize themselves with short cuts to 
various sections of the city and to 
keep carefully in mind the location 
of all hjdrants. 


In addition to this the fire chief 


himself carefully keeps this mass of 
detail at his fingertips for use in 
case a fire breaks out in .any of these 
places. 


To further decrease the fire risks 


in the city, the department lias an 
inspector. Nick Rcider. Jr., whose 
sole duty it is to make trips through 
the city Inspecting buildings. If he 
finds a place where fire rules are be- 
injr violated he makes an effort to 
correct it. If a rcinspection reveals 
that no improvement has been made, 
the matter is reported to the fire 
chief, who has power to take steps to 
force the firm or individual to correct 
the situation. Daily inspection 
re- 


ports are turned In to the fire chief 
by the inspector.

We always 
seem to think we have accomplished- 
something when we name a situa- 
tion, or a condition. Tou stubborn 
thing. One of these days 111 settle 
you," and for the time we go our 
way. muttering and wondering what 
in the world we are to do. 


Naming a condition Is not enough. 


Having satisfied the demand of-our 
minds for a label, a handle with 
which to take hold, we must take 
hold.. What Is to be done to relieve 
the child of his burden of trouble. He 
is th« on* bearing the hur*"?, no* 
you. not the teacher. His unhappy 
state causes him far greater suffering 
than it does you. If he could help 
himself he would. He doesn't hang 
back and glower and cry and balk be* 
cause It makes him happy. 


Before we can help any condition 


we have to find the cause. 
That 


is usually a difficult task taking 
time and plenty of patience with a 
deep and sincere desire to be under- 
standing. Does fear cause the stub- 
borness? How do you know? A 
child does not always know he is 
afraid and he wouldn't tell you so 
If he did. When fear takes hold 
of a child his mind is in a. state of 
confusion. It whirls about in storm 
as the waves do when the wind 
lashes them. Confusion makes 
a 


child stand still, look troubled, fear- 
ful and angry- 
Wait until this 
passes. Calm the child with cheer- 
ful words and easy manners. Wait 
a little. Gain his confidence and he 
will point to what is wrong. 


If you really want to help a stub- 


born child out of his predicament 
do not get angry about It. Keep 
quiet and so refrain from adding to 
his mental confusion. When 
he 


says, "No." Just as cheerfully as If 
he had said, "Yes, Indeed," take his 
word for it and say, "All right. Tou 
needn't, my child," and go happily 
on your way. Hide your irritation, 


your anxiety, yeur fear. 
Let the 


child think you do not car* what he 
does about it 
Occupy yourself so 


that he feeto your attenton is far 
from him. and bo Is likely to go 
ahead and do the very thing ho was 
aakvdtodo. Lifting the pressure of 
your mind from his helps him. Your 
being busy far from the Idea that 
occupies him, helps him. Never stand 
by to watch such a child start work. 
He cannot start while you stand by 
to watch him. Smile, and go your 
w»y. your' whole expression saying, 
"Quite all right, my child, when you 
are ready, go ahead." 


It Is disastrous to use force on a 


stubborn child. I mean physical 
force. We are using the strongest 
sort of force when we withdraw* and 
leave him to himself. But the force 
we are using calls on him to exert 
his personality freely, the very thing 
we want him to do, the very thing 
he longs to do. Give' him a chance, 
but never shout at him, threaten him 
or In any way Increase his fear. 
Fear, and Its forms are legion, is 
often at the bottom of this troub!» 


Study the stubborn child and what- 


ever you can do to free him, that do. 
He is shackled and suffering, cry- 
ing out to you for help.

Dr. A. B. Wight, chief of the federal 
tuberculosis eradication work, pre- 
dicted- here upon his return from a 
tour of the middle west. 


Only 12 counties in Wisconsin re- 


main to be included in the "modified 
accredited" list. s.'£nir;Inc practical 
freedom from tuberculosis. The other 
59 counties show less than one-half 
of one per cent Infection, and the 
herds containing any Infection are 
kept under Quarantine and inspec- 
tion until certified as free of bovine 
tuberculosis. 


When the work is completed in 


these twelve counties—Calumet, Co- 
lumbia, Dodge, Grant. Green, Iowa, 
Lafayette, Manitowoc, 
Milwaukee. 


Racine, Sheboygan, and Walforth— 
and the other counties are re-inspect- 
ed and re-accredited, Wisconsin will 
join the list of states credited with 
virtual freedom from bovine tubcrcu 
losis. 


Wisconsin is now testing: about 


WO.OOO cattle a month, a most re- 
markable record, Dr. Wight said. All 
the cattle in the state—more than 
three million—are under inspection, 
and all have been tested one or more 
tunes. 


"Wisconsin is making a very cred 


itable showing on a large scale," 
Dr. Wight said. "As a result of its 
progress in freeing its cattle from tu- 
berculosis, there is a large demand 
in other dairy states for cattle from 
Wisconsin, to replace cattle con- 
demned." 


During his visit to the middle west 


Dr. Wight conferred with Charles 
Hill, chairman of the Wisconsin de- 
partment of agriculture and mar- 
kets, and discussed legislation pend- 
ing in the Wisconsin legislature 
which may speed up the work in 
Wisconsin. One measure would re- 
.quire herds showing only slight in- 
fection to be re-inspected only every 


five years instead of every three 
years, as at present, and this would 
enable more cattle to be inspected 
every month if the inspections have 
to be less frequent.

The 
pile should be turned over at Inter 
vals until a uniformly rotted con* 
post is obtained.

Commercial, or chemical, .fertil- 


izers are important in .maintaining 
the fertility" of the garden.

Growers of trucki;cr6ps very-fre- 


quently'apply a-ton of "average 
grade fertilizer to the: acre for-pota- 
toes, beans, beets, lettuce,\ spinach 
and similar crops. While the crop-is 
growing they often supplement this 
with side dressings' of 150 to 200 
pounds of nitrate 
of soda or sul- 


phate of ammonia to the acre. 


Lime is not 'ordinarily considered 


a fertilizer, but a corrective mater- 
ial for sick and sour soils. A word 
of caution is necessary, for 
sick 


soils are not always sick for want 
of lime, and it is often easy to over- 
do the use of lime. 


Care With Use of Lime 


Remember that too much lime in 


the sou will check the growth of 
most vegetables. So if you use any 
lime apply it sparingly at first, two 
or-three pounds to 100 square feet, 
because a little lime often has a 
very decided'effect in changing the 
acidity or alkalinity, of the soli. 


Truck growers of the South Atlan- 


tic coast region follow the practice 
of applying a ton of a medium grade 
fertilizer to the acre for potatoes, 
beans, beets and similar crops. They 
sometimes supplement this with side 
dressings of 150 to 200 pounds of 
nitrate of soda, or sulphate of am- 
monia, to the acre during the grow- 
ing season just to push the crop 
iuong. 


If you apply eight or 10 loads of 


manure to your half-acre garden, 
400 to 600 pounds of fertilizer may 
be applied in addition, and as a rule 
the best way is to sow it broadcast 
while the land is being fitted for 
planting. 


Five pounds of high-grade com- 


mercial fertiliser to 100 square feet 
of space is about right for the small 
garden.
